WOMAN’S DEATH IN 
DUBLIN. 


VERDICT OF MURDER. 


Yesterday Dr. L. A. Byrne, City Coroner, held 
an inquest in Mercer’s Hospital on the body of 
Bessie Carberry (aged 31 years), 8 Vicar street, 
who was found early on Wednesday in Dame 
lane, “off Dame street, in an apparently lifeless 
State, and who was found to be dead when taken 
to hospital. ; F 

The Coroner, having detailed the circumstances 
relative to the discovery of the body, said he 
formed the opinion that the case was so very 
serious that he considered it wise to have a second 
doctor to assist the house surgeon in making a 
post mortem examination. 

Dr. O'Donnell, house surgeon, in his deposition, 
stated that he found bruises on both jaws and 
on each side of the mouth, and a severe brhise 
two inches long behind the left ear. On the scalp 
there were bruises, on both foreafins, and also 
on the right thigh. The windpipe shewed signs 
of congestion. There was slight hemorrhage from 
the wall of the stomach. Death, in his opinion, 
was due to suffocation. '

r having increased from £937,603 in 1916 to 
£1,432,177 in 1920; but the working expenses 
have grown no less rapidly owing to the in- 
creased cost of materials and the additional 
remuneration of the staff and employés, so that 
the net earnings for 1919-20 stand at £544,397, 
as against 9,525 in 1916. From the 9th 
December next, however, increased rates on 
fuel and on copper will bring in additional net 
‘earnings. The Rhodesia reilways have found 
it mecessary to provide the large sum of 
£1,500,000 to £2,000,000 for the purchase of 
additional rolling stock, and to meet expendi- 
ture required to strengthen and improve the 
permanent way, which had necessarily been 

tponed during the war. The inereese of 
profits from this expenditure is estimated to be 
at least £350,000 a year. The Rhodesia railways 
have decided to provide the money urgently 
required by the isene of 6 per cent. Notes, free 
of income tax, at 94, payable in ten years’ time 
by which date it is anticinated that they will 
he replaced by a permanent Debenture issue on 
more favourable terms.
